Feed In Soft Corn

of the fall season. You’re lucky if 
you don’t have a field in which the win- 
ner is in doubt. 

Maybe you’d like to know what the 
chances are for your corn to get ripe. And 
you might like to figure on methods that 
will get full value for the feed in corn 
that doesn’t win the race. 

When can you expect frost? The aver- 
age date for northern Iowa is about 
October 4. For southern Iowa, about one 
week later, around October 10. 

But frost rarely comes on average 
dates. So let’s figure the chances as indi- 
cated by Iowa weather records back to 
about 1900. 


[ene corn crop and killing frost are 


There’s a slight chance of killing 
frost around September 12 to 15. On 
the basis of the last 50 years, the 
chance of such a disaster is about one 
in 17 for northern Iowa; one in 25 for 
southern Iowa. 


Around September 20, chances of kill- 
ing frost increase rapidly. Chances are 
about one out of three that frost will stop 
your corn by the week of September 20 
to 26 in northern Iowa. It’s one out of 
four in southern Iowa. 

That’s a chance to reckon with. What 
would happen to your corn crop if frost 
hit soon after September 20? 

That depends, of course, on how far 
along ears are now. If the early ears are 
beginning to dent September 1, then that 
field will probably be safe in three weeks. 
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If Corn is late and may be hard to dry out, 
just store it while it is wet in the 
form of silage. That’s what this farmer does. 
Silage saves the whole plant. Keeps for years. 





September 1, 1951 
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Corn And Frost In Big Race 


If you know the silking date, count 50 
to 52 days from 75 per cent silked to dent. 
That’s been found fairly accurate in Iowa 
State College tests. August 1 silking 
should mean maturity by September 20 
to 26. 

Can the weather change it? Warm, dry 
and windy weather in early September 
may hurry the denting process some. Dry- 
ing weather in October has made frosted 
corn storable. But you can’t count on it. 


What plans can you make for corn 
that gets nipped? Here are four ways 
to handle soft or high-moisture corn: 


1. Make silage. Full feeding value is 
saved that way. The corn will keep for 
years. In North Dakota, 11-year-old silage 
was found to be in good condition. 

Temporary silos of the trench or up- 
right type can be made quickly if you 
don’t have a permanent silo. Even corn 
silage piled on the ground with no cover 
might mean less waste than wet corn in 
the crib. 

2. Feed wet corn to hogs. You can turn 
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the hogs to the corn or pick and haul the 
corn to the hogs. 

For the farmer with lots of hogs and 
not too much late corn, this is probably 
the best plan. Properly balanced with 
supplements, hogs can be fed high-mois- 
ture corn exclusively until hard-freezing 
weather. 

3. Buy cattle to eat the soft corn. Heavy 
cattle are usually selected. If you chop the 
corn, light cattle can eat it. 

A word of caution to those who are not 
regular cattle feeders: There are unusual 
risks in feeding cattle when soft corn: is 
general over the corn -belt. A “soft corn 
cattle market” usually means high prices 
for feeders in the fall and a glut of 
medium-fat cattle in the winter. 


The in-and-outer in the cattle feed- 
ing business might save the feed in 
soft corn by putting it thru cattle. 
But the price he would get for the 
feed is uncertain, 


4. Dry the soft or high-moisture corn 
so it will keep. There are several ways 
to do it. 

Some let nature do it. They cut the corn 
with a binder and leave it in the shock 
until fed or until spring. Others just leave 
the corn in the field until April. In.some 
years, soft corn can then be cribbed. 

Narrow cribs, or ventilated cribs, will 
keep the corn in fair shape if you can get 
it down to 22 or 24 per cent moisture. 

Or you can use artificial dryers. It’s 
been demonstrated that corn can be dried 
by forced air at a moderate cost. A heated- 
air outfit will do it quickly. Unheated air 
will do the job in time. 

Some one of these methods should fit 
conditions on your farm. Which you use 
depends on the quantity of soft corn you 
are likely to have, your livestock pro- 
gram, and type of cribs available. 











Big Hogs Get Hot 


Maybe you and the corn think we 


haven’t had any hot weather. But a fat 
hogs thinks different. 

What seems cool to you and the corn 
seems awfully hot to him. And what 
seems hot to you seems terrible to him. 

When he feels terrible, he doesn’t eat 
much. And that isn’t good for you. 

So farmers who have big hogs on hand 
in summer weather like to see that they 
are kept wet and cool. 

Here’s a cement hog wallow on the 
W. L. Blake farm in Dallas county, lowa. 
Blake says: “When they get cooled off, 
they head right for the self-feeder.” 

Another summer is coming. And more 
hogs. Are you planning for a cement 
wallow next season?

And a Greene county woman says: “I 
don’t see how I’d keep up with my work 
without water in the house. With four 
little children, there’s a lot of washing.” 

But there are still farms that rely on a 
pump. Or worse. One tenant’s wife says: 
“We even have to haul drinking water.” 

One piece of good news is this: More 
landlords are acting as if running water 
belonged in every house. They’re putting 
in water just as they put on a roof.

So they are spending 27 per cent of their 
income now for food as against 23 per 
cent in 1935-39, but getting a lot more 
for their money. 


Farm May OME labor spokesmen 
talked tough about 
Need Votes farm organizations the 


other day. Some of the 
criticisms — those about 
the Grange and the Farm Bureau speak- 
ing for “corporate farms”—didn’t make 
much sense. Some—the comments on 
migratory farm labor—had merit. 

Yet it is quite a change to have farm 
and labor organizations throwing stones 
at each other. Back in the thirties, they 
got along pretty well. 

Many of the New Deal farm bills would 
never have gone thru without labor sup- 
port. Farmers forget sometimes that even 
with Roosevelt’s leadership, a good many 
important measures passed with only a 
few votes to spare. 

Time after time, men like La Guardia 
then congressman from New York— 
would line up a group of labor votes in 
order to get a New Deal_farm bill across. 

Labor generally worked with farmers 
to get school lunches, price supports, and 
similar farm legislation. Lately, labor has 
split with farmers on ceilings and other 
controls. 

Right now, farm groups are exercising 
a sort of veto power on congressional leg- 
islation. They aren’t getting much new 
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Editorials 


legislation over, but they are blocking 
some measures they don’t like. 

The time may come when farm groups 
will want to put thru some legislation of 
their own—perhaps an extension of price 
supports to livestock products. In that 
day, some labor votes may be very useful.

Since 1949, the trend toward whole 
milk has apparently continued. 

If this goes on, more Iowa farmers will 
want to get into a position to produce 
Grade A milk.

The corn belt can produce good milk 
more cheaply than many eastern milk- 
sheds. But we’ll have to béat high ship- 
ping costs and the tariff walls around 
some of the good eastern markets.

OW can we help to head off war? For 
one thing, we know hunger and pov- 
erty make trouble.

Now the military budget alone is esti- 
mated as likely to be somewhere around 
70 billions per year. 

Com- 
pare that with the average New Deal 
spending for recovery of two or three 
billions a year. Or the 24 billion increase 
in the federal debt from 1932 to 1940. 

Because we are spending so much on 
the armed services, the nation needs to 
take special care to see that it gets value 
for its money. A senate committee re- 
cently found that one man was able to 
buy “surplus property” for $6.89 and sell 
it back to the air force for $63,000. 

This wasn’t graft. It was just bad man- 
agement. There are plenty of other ex- 
amples. 

One of the big jobs of the administra- 
tion and of congress will be to see that 
the waste is taken out of army, navy and 
air force spending.

More Inflation Ahead? 


HAT’S ahead in prices? And farm- 
ers ask: “Whose prices? Mine or 
the other fellow’s?” 

To find what farm people expect in the 
next six months, the Wallace-Homestead 
Poll asked a representative cross-section 
of Iowa farmers: 

“Do you think that in six months the 
prices of the things you buy are likely to 
be higher, lower or about the same as 
now?”

Republicans and Democrats showed 
about the same ideas concerning the fu- 
ture, altho Democrats were slightly more 
apprehensive about higher prices.

This first question was about things 
farmers buy. Now what about things 
farmers sell? There was a big difference 
in response. 

While only seven per cent expected 
prices of things they bought would fall, 
36 per cent of those farm people expected 
a drop in prices of the products they sell. 

The question was: 

“Do you think that in six months the 
prices of the things you sell are likely 
to be higher, about the same 
as now?” 

Farmers answered that farm products 
would likely be:

Many Farmers Are Pessimistic, Expect Costs 
To Keep Going Up While Farm Prices Drop 





Fear of “selective inflation,” with farm 
prices dropping and costs going up, 
is shared by Jack Caves, Poweshiek county. 





Older people were more pessimistic than 
younger ones. 

Comments went like this: 

“What we sell will be lower in the next 
six months. It’s always the farm products 
that get it in the neck when a war boom 
ends.”—Shelby County. 

“If the war quiets down, our prices 
may be lower. But I don’t see much 
chance for a drop in prices of things we 
buy. Industry has the upper hand.”— 
Adair County. 

“Egg and chicken prices should be 
higher now, but I suppose they’ll drop 
this fall.”—-Clayton County. 

In general, farm people seemed to fear 
inflation on things they buy, deflation on 
things they sell. To see what they thought 
might be done about inflation, the Poll 
asked: « 

“In controlling inflation, several reme- 
dies are being suggested. Some folks 
think all of the things below are needed; 
some think one or two will do the job. 
Check one or more of the things you feel 
should be done.”

Since many farmers checked more than 
one choice, the totals in each column add 
up to more than 100 per cent. 

Aitho raising taxes is the first method 
recommended to check inflation by those 
who object to price and wage controls, 
very few of those interviewed voted for 
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Prices paid by farmers will keep rising, 
agrees Ray Van Weelden, Mahaska 
county. But returns should “stay the same.” 





more taxes. Controls on credit did bet- 
ter. Few said that “do nothing” was the 
right answer. 

Suppose we sort out the folks who ex- 
pect an increase in the price of things 
they buy. What does this apprehensive 
crowd think ought to be done? 

They are twice as strong for more taxes 
as the average, and one-third stronger for 
strict credit control. 

There is little difference on the other 
points. These people who worry most 
about inflation seem to rank taxes and 
credit controls as much more important 
than wage and price controls. 


Comments on ways to control infla- 
tion covered a wide range of opinion. 
Here are some quotations from 
those interviewed: 


“Control wages and prices. Unions are 
so well organized they can get what they 
want. Farmers can’t.”—Union County. 

“Let’s mind our own business and stop 
monkeying with things like this.”—Shel- 
by County. 

“T don’t like any kind of controls. Little 
by little, we’d lose our democracy and be 
like Russia.”—Chickasaw County. 

“Goodness, no. We don’t want more 
taxes. But still we have more money to 
pay them with than we used to. I suppose 
we really should try ‘pay as you go’.”— 
Dickinson County. 

“Loans are already harder to get. 
Maybe that will slow inflation down.”— 
Clay County. 

“Increase production and control wages 
and prices. And make controls tough. 
Otherwise, we’ll be swamped with black 
market racketeers.”—Shelby County. 

“I’d like to see congress end all price 
and wage controls. Let’s see what would 
happen.”—Cherokee County. 

Farmers, like congress and the public 
generally, are not sure whether the pres- 
ent leveling off in prices is going to con- 
tinue, or whether a new inflationary push 
will come aleng this winter. 

The main fear of farm people is of a 
selective inflation—one that will push up 
prices of things they buy and won’t help 
prices of things they sell.

of 1950. 

October shipments were to be heavier, 
too. Farm plans were made for earlier 
marketing all thru the season. 

Will these plans be carried out? Prob- 
Prospects for soft corn have

interfered. 

More farmers are apt to hold back 
some of their spring pigs to clean up 
fields of soft corn. That may make for 
heavier midwinter marketings than had 
been planned earlier. 

As a result of changed crop prospects, 
the trend now is toward later marketings. 


Says the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics: 
“Hog marketings in 1951 have 
been consistently later than last 


year. So long as there is consider- 
able confidence as to future prices, 
marketings may continue later than 
in 1950.” 


September receipts may still be heavy. 
Farmers with early pigs are not apt to 
change their plans for early marketing. 
But men who headed pigs for October or 
November may hold them over for a later 
market. 

Soft corn is the big argument for doing 
this. But another argument is that prices 
look fairly good after the first of the year. 

Big.rise in employment may not.come 
until the first few months of 1952. Heavier 
payrolls may strengthen prices then. 

Will heavier beef sales compete with 


18 


hogs this fall? The Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics says: “The number of 
cattle slaughtered in the last months of 
1951 (October-December) is expected to be 
unusually large for that season, repeat- 
ing the seasonal pattern that prevailed 
at the same time in 1950.” 

Cattle may come from the range late, 
and more will be sold to packers than 
usual. So consumers should have plenty 
of meat of all kinds this fall. 


Talk about hog ceilings meant less 
and less last month. OPS had men- 
tioned the possibility of putting a 
$24 ceiling on average butchers at 
Chicago. But the actual Chicago av- 
erage never got far above $20 during 
August. 


More hogs will be coming in September 
and prices will drop. But the pattern of 
prices this fall may differ from that of a 
year ago. 

Last year’s break came early, and prices 
thereafter were fairly steady. Here are 
Chicago average prices in the fall of 1950:

Six per cent more spring pigs will come 
to market this winter than a year ago. 
Consumer buying power is a bit higher 
than last fall, but consumer spending 
habits are less liberal. So hog prices 
should be lower than a year ago. 
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Will inflation put a prop under the 
market? Maybe not until after the first of 
the year. More inflation is coming, but it 
may not take hold for a few months. 

Last year, the low point at Chicago was 
around $18. This year, the low point may 
be $16. But which months? 

November or December are usually the 
low spots. But October shipments this 
year might be extra heavy unless hogs are 
held back. 

While September shipments may come 
fairly close to expectations, the October 
market may turn on the date of a killing 
frost. Hogs that otherwise would be sold 
in October may well be held back to eat 
soft corn. And hogs that might have gone 
in November may be held until January. 


Weakness in the lard market may 
make seme farmers hesitate about 
feeding to heavy weights. But if they 
have corn that is worthless unless fed 
to hogs, they won’t worry much 
about a discount on heavy hogs. 


Farmers with late pigs will think seri 
ously about possibilities ef the late winter 
market. A pig that is big enough to get 
value out of soft corn in October and cat 
be marketed in January might do very 
well for his owner. 

Summer pigs that can be aimed for the 
late winter market may do still better. By 
that:time, the war boom should be going 
strong, and more inflation will have taken 
hold. 

But the fall and early winter -market 


will: be up against a different problem.

Loans Needed As 


Prices Quiver 


Farmers Ask Supports And Stock-Piles— 
Brannan In Row On Family Farm Policy 


. Some farm product prices 
are looking shaky. What are 
the prospects? Any change in 
the control act likely? These 
and other questions are re- 
viewed by the editors of Wal- 
laces’ Farmer and Iowa Home- 
stead in the article below. 





| | bene are some hot spots in 

the news: Look for higher 
price supports on soybeans, cot- 
ton, flax next year. Oil crops will 
be needed. 

Evaporated milk is being bought 
by the government for shipment 
abroad. Five per cent more young 
chickens on farms than a year 
ago. More broilers than pullets. 


Is there any news on the 
price control] act? 


Not much. President Truman 
is asking for power to roll back 
prices and to use slaughter quo- 
tas. He won’t get rollbacks. Slaugh- 
ter quotas will probably not be 
voted unless the black market gets 
a lot worse. 


What's going to be done 
about wobbly farm product 
prices? Anything? 


Loans at 90 per cent of parity 
will back up soybeans, cotton and 
wheat. Dairy products are doing 
fairly well. So is beef. And weath- 
er risks are keeping corn up. 

Hogs look shaky. Heavy ship- 
ments and sluggish demand. But 
officials hate to think about going 
into the market to buy perishables 
for storage. So don’t look for sup- 
ports here until and if trouble gets 
acute. 


What's the risk of a squeeze 
on farm income, with farm 
products leveling off and an 
increase in the price of goods 
farmers buy? 


Aiken of Vermont and Hope of 
Kansas claim the risk is great. 
They see wages and industrial 
products rising under the new 
control bill, while farm product 
prices drop under the weight of 
big supplies. 

Are we getting more live- 
stock than feed? Any risk of 

‘a feed shortage? 


Not immediately, unless .an

early frost upsets things for corn, 
But cattle numbers are growing. 
There may be 90 million head on 
farms next January 1, an increase 
of six million over last January, 
Hog production is up. Dairy cows 
are being fed more liberally. 
Farmers will use up some feed 
reserves this winter. Unless we 
have bumper crops all around in 
1952, trouble is possible. So look 
for a lot of talk about pushing for 
more feed crops in 1952. More 
acreage and more fertilizer. 
Some cotton men may go into 
corn next year. Cotton is selling 
at good prices, but not at the much 
higher prices growers hoped for. 


What's this talk about stock- 
piling more cotton, wheat, 
corn, etc.? 


Cotton men are behind the lat- 
est push. They want the govern- 
ment to build up a stock-pile of 
cotton. Idea is to strengthen the 
cotton market. 

Wheat and corn men think 
there is more sense in stock-piles 
of wheat and corn. Another drouth 
may come. War may drain sup- 
plies. The nation is living on a 
hand-to-mouth basis and gambling 
that a good crop will come every 
year. 


There's talk about Secretary 
Brannan trying to build up 
farm sentiment for some new 

. policy on family farms. What 
about it? 


Brannan sent out to the states 
a set of reports and recommenda- 
tions on the family farm. Each 
bureau of the USDA told what it 
was doing to help family farms, 
and made suggestions for doing 
better. Each state was asked to 
look over these recommendations, 
call county meetings, and report 
cn ideas that seemed to make 
sense. 

Farm Bureau people objected on 
the grourid that county meetings 
called by USDA would attempt to 
represent farm sentiment, substi- 
tute meetings of officials for meet- 
ings of farmers. 

Secretary Brannan, interviewed 
at Des Moines last week, insisted 
his major purpose was to get all 
bureaus of the USDA working to 
give family farms a boost.

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Insurance Required 
For Farm Help? 


To the Editor: When I hire 
painters by the hour to paint 
buildings on my farm, must I 
have workmen’s compensation 
for them? Would I have to 
have workmen's compensation 
on hired help my tenant has 
working for him?—H. L., Hen- 
ry County, Iowa. 


In one case heard by the Iowa 
supreme court, a carpenter had 
“been hired by the hour by a farm 
owner to rebuild a crib on the 
farm he rented out. The carpenter 
lost an eye in an accident during 
the work on the building. The 
court held that the carpenter was 
not éntitled to workmen’s com- 
pensation. 

Workmen’s compensation does 
not cover persons engaged in ag- 
ricultural work. See Section 85.1, 
Code of Iowa, 1950. 





Canada Thistle On 
Nearby Farm 


To the Editor: How can a 
neighbor be forced to cut Can- 
ada thistles on his farm which 
are going to seed?—Mrs. W. 
G., Wright County, Iowa. 


Canada thistle is a primary 
noxious weed, provides Chapter 
317 of the Code of Iowa. This 
chapter further provides that the 
county weed commissioner is giv- 
en the responsibility for seeing 
that noxious weeds are destroyed. 
It is the duty of the board of su- 
pervisors, the owner and the ten- 
ant to destroy the weeds. 

You could take this matter up 
with your county attorney and see 
if you can’t get these weeds 
destroyed. Any officer who is 
charged with enforcement of a 
provision of Chapter 317, and neg- 
lects to perform such duty, is 
liable to a fine of $100. 





Got Bad Check 
For Corn 


To the Editor: What can I 

do about a bad check that I 

got when a trucker came thru 

here and bought some corn 
from me? He was from out of 
the state —E. K., Butler Coun- 

“ty, Iowa. 

If the check you received is not 
honored, you could do one of these 
two things: 

1. Go to the town where this 
man lives. Sue him for the amount 
of the check. This would be the 
civil procedure to recover the 
money. 

2. You could consult with your 
county attorney and file a charge 
of giving a bad check. If your 
county attorney agreed, he would 
accept the charge and present it 
to the grand jury. If indicted, a 
request could be made to have 
the man arrested and extradited 
by the governor of his state. 

We would suggest that if you 
can’t get a satisfactory answer 
from this man, that you talk this 
matter over with your county at- 
torney.

Income Tax Return 
Questioned 


To the Editor: The Bureau 
of Internal Revenue is check- 
ing some of my previous in- 
come tax returns. Now I am 
asked to produce records of 
transactions that were made 
several years ago. Isn’t this 
unreasonable?—L, T., LaSalle 
County, Hlinois. : 


According to the law, the com- 
missioner of internal revenue may 
use one of the following purely 
arbitrary methods of determining 
a taxpayer’s income if the tax- 
payer does not keep records or if 
his records are inadequate: 

1. Percentage method. 

2. Bank deposits and withdraw- 
als. 

3. Net worth. 

The commissioner can use any 
one of the above methods to cal- 
culate a taxpayer’s income. It is 
cheaper in the long run for a 


farmer to keep adequate books 
and records. 
About all you can do is to try 


to dig up records. Your local bank, 
machinery dealer, feed store, etc. 
may still have records of your 
dealings with them. These may 
help in giving a picture of your 
farm business,

Drain Potholes And Wet Areas By 
Improving Or Extending Your Tile 


F THERE ever was a growing 

season that showed where farm 
land needed tiling, the 1951 grow- 
ing season was it. 

Heavy rainfall during spring and 
summer months showed where 
tile was too small, too far apart, 
or partially clogged. The rains 
also showed where land had been 
cropped too hard, causing the soil 
to become tight and run together. 

Drainage problems aren’t limit- 
ed to the flat lands of north-cen- 
tral Iowa. There are a lot of wet, 
seepy hillsides in the claypan soils 
of southern Iowa that could be 
remedied by a string of tile laid 
above the wet area to stop the 
seepage of water downhill. 

You can argue that a spring as 
wet as this year’s doesn’t come 
along very often. But even in a 
more normal year, a_ properly 
drained field has many advantages 
over a field that is slow to drain. 


First, you increase the pro- 
ductivity of the land when you 
take off the surplus water. 
Good drainage lets you get 
into the field quicker with the 
cultivator and keep the weeds 
down. Well-drained soils warm 
up earlier in the spring and 
can be worked earlier. 


There are many methods of im- 
proving drainage. One important 
practice is to seed deep-rooted leg- 
umes, such as alfalfa or sweet clo- 
ver. These crops are especially 
valuable where there are tight 
sub-soiis. The legumes’ tap roots 
go deep into the soil. As these 
roots decay, they leave channels 
thru the soil thru which moisture 
can drain away. 

Where soil is run together and 
tight, its tilth can be improved by 
plowing under manure, crop resi- 
dues or green manure crops. May- 
be a shift in your rotation is indi- 
cated, with more acres or an 
extra year in grass, and less row 
crops. 

But often the only remedy is to 
lay some drain tile into the wet 
spots. Where to lay the tile, the 
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size.of laterals and main, outlets, 
spacing, ete., are questions that 
can be answered only by an ex- 
pert who can look over your farm 
and its natural waterways. 
In*most counties, tiling will be 
on the list of practices by which 
farmers can earn ACP payments. 
Your local PMA committee can 
tell you whether tiling is on the 
approved list for your county. 
Then, if your farm is in a soil 
conservation district, you can get 
the help of SCS technicians in lay- 
ing out tile lines. You will also 
have to buy the tile; line up a 
ditching machine or hand tilers 
unless you want to put in the tile 


yourself, and locate outlets for™ 


the tile. 


You may have some trouble 
hiring a tiling outfit. The wet 
season has held back tiling 
operations. And in one Towa 
county farmers’ plans for til- 
ing—according to ACP ques- 
tionnaires—are three times as 
great as the capacity of com- 
mercial tilers in the county. 


There are several things farm- 
ers can do to speed up laying of 
tile, says Robert Locke, farm plan- 
ner for the Wright county, Lowa, 
soil conservation district. Have 
the field surveyed first, so you 
will know exactly where the tile 
should go. 

” Second, have the tile itself on 
hand for laying. Third, locate the 
tile outlets. 

Tile outlets often present a spe 
cial problem. The tile outlet needs 
protection against washing of the 
soil around it. This can be done 
by building a concrete bulkhead 
with an apron below for the water 
to spill on as it comes out of the 
tile.

First Aid for Stock 
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Cow Herd Won’t 
Settle 


To the Editor: What is 
wrong with my cows? Out of 
28 cows, only two settled with 


calf. I have tried four differ- 
ent bulls. None of the cows 
has lost calves. But they 


won't settle. — R. R., Adair 

County, Towa. 

There are many causes that 
might prevent your cows from 
settling. Diseases such as brucel- 
lesis or trichomoniasis may be 
spread from cow to cow by the 
bull. 

Better have a veterinarian ex- 
amine your herd to see if your 
cows are diseased. 





Easy To Dehorn 
Calves 
To the Editor: What can I 
use to stop horns from grow- 
ing on my calves? — W. R., 
Woodbury County, Iowa. 


Calves a few days old can be 
dehorned by using caustic soda or 
caustic potash. You can buy these 
caustic sticks at any drug store 
or farm supply store. 

Use the caustic on calves before 
their horn buds start to harden. 
First, clip an area the size of a 
half-dollar around each horn but- 
ton. Rub the horn with a corn 
cob to uncover the horn button. 
Then smear a ring of vaseline 
around the horn button to keep 
the caustic from running down 
into the calf’s eyes. Rub the caus- 
tie stick on the horn button until! 
the area is very red. 

Besides the caustic sticks, there 
are commercial compounds which 
dehorn calves in the same way. 

For calves between three weeks 
and three months of age, there are 
a number of instruments to use— 
scoops, gouges, hot irons or elec- 
tric irons. They either remove 
the horn button or sear the skin 
around it to destroy the circula- 
tion of blood to the horn. 





Is Danger Of 
Bloat Past? 


To the Editor: Is the dan. 
ger of bloat from alfalfa past 
by this time of year? I am 
wondering about beef cattle 
in particular.—D. W., Carroll 
County, Illinois. 


Danger of bloat is probably nev. 
er completely past at any time of 
year. However, when pastures are 
drier and less succulent, bloat is 
not as frequent. 

It’s still a good-idea to watch 
cattle carefully until they become 
accustomed to the pasture. Give 
them a good fill before you let 
them on the pasture. 





No Cure Known For 
This Disease 


To the Editor: My baby pigs 
stagger, have green scours, 
and eyelids pasted shut. They 
won't nurse, but drink water 
from the fountain. Can you 
give me any information on 
the disease? I have some more 
sows to farrow soon. Would 
their pigs be likely to get this 
disease? — L. B., Sac County, 
Towa, 


This sounds like infectious gas- 
troenteritis. It is highly infec 
tious. And there is no known cure 
for the disease. 

Better farrow your sows on 
clean ground in clean buildings 
where no pigs have been before. 
That’s the only sure way you can 
keep new litters from picking up 
the disease.

A for the antibiotics—aureomycin, penicillin, 
streptomycin, terramycin, many more. Nobody 
knows quite why, but added in tiny amounts to 
hog, calf and poultry rations (not for sheep or 
adult cattle), they often seem to speed growth, 
especially of animals in subnormal condition. 
Most runty pigs catch up with the litter, make 10 
to 20% faster gains. Diseases in turkey flocks can 
be reduced, and the time from poult to market- 
weight bird speeded up. 

B for B-12— We know now that this is the vita- 
min which made APF famous. Found in its natu- 
ral state in such packing house by-products as 
meat scraps and tankage (also manufactured by 
fermentation process), this working partner of the 
antibiotics is making more meat at lower feed cost. 
Broilers, for example, are ready for market in 10 to 
11 weeks, instead of 12 to 15. 


C for carotene— Found in the green leaves of 
growing grasses, legumes and other plants, caro- 
tene helps cattle, hogs and poultry produce vita- 
min A as they digest their feeds. Vitamin A is a 
must if livestock is to live and be thrifty. 


Those are a few of the many new things recently 
learned about the science and economics of animal 
feeding. In a very few years research has added 
many pounds to the meat output per acre of grass 
or grain—shortened feeding periods, increased ani- 
mal livability. All of this adds to the supply of 
meat for our people, and is the farmers’ and ranch- 
ers’ contribution to our country’s strength. 


And many other. promising things are probably 
over the horizon. Experiment stations are work- 
ing on the use of thyroproteins and hormones in 
cattle feeding. There’s growing knowledge about 
the importance of cobalt and other trace elements 
to livestock. At federal and state experiment sta- 
tions, in many a private laboratory, these and 
many other little-known areas of animal nutrition 
are being explored and charted. And thus, as has 
happened so often in the past, the study of animal 
nutrition is blazing the trail to better human nutri- 
tion also. Your local county agent, your high 
school and college agricultural instructors, your 
agricultural publications can keep you informed.

Ladino Clover— 


A Superior Hog Pasture 
by C. M. Vestal 


Purdue University, 
Lafayette, Indiana 


The most economical hog pro- 
duction includes the liberal 
use of the best pasture crops that can be grown 
on the farm. Now is the time to plan ahead for 
these pastures. Alfalfa has been the premier 
pasture for hogs and is used in practically all 
sections of the country. More recently, Ladino 
clover has supplemented the alfalfa pasture and 
in some cases replaced it as the choice hog pas- 
ture on many farms. The reasons for this may 
be illustrated by citing farmer experience and 
the results of pasture feeding tests. 
Repeatedly, farmers have reported that their 

hogs seem to require less protein feed on Ladino 
clover pasture than on other pastures, and at 
the same time make rapid gains. Feeding tests 
at the Pennsy!vania and Indiana experiment 
stations, and perhaps elsewhere, show that 
Ladino clover is a real protein feed saver in hog 

roduction. In a test at the Indiana station 

ast year, hogs receiving corn and a protein sup- 
plement, free-choice, on Ladino clover pasture 
used 40 per cent less supplement and made faster 
gains than hogs similarly fed on alfalfa pasture. 
In an earlier experiment, hogs with a full feed of 
corn and minerals (but no protein supplement) 
on Ladino clover pasture made gains almost 
equal to those of hogs fed a protein supplement 
with corn and minerals on alfalfa pasture; and 
their gains were cheaper. A popular pasture for 
hogs on many farms is a mixture of Ladino 
clover and alfalfa.

AVE you bought any U. S.

Many, of course, were buying 
bonds for several of the above 
reasons. But when asked to pick 
one reason they voted this way. 

Main reason was apparently the 
sensible farmer’s desire to keep a 
healthy cash reserve in a safe 
place. U. S. Savings Bonds can 
be cashed at any time, but they 
bring 2.9 per cent interest if held 
for 10 years. 

Some older farmers, not many, 
had thought seriously about an- 
nuities—retirement income.

The Wallace-Home 
stead Poll asked women bond buy- 
ers for their views. They bought 
bonds — or persuaded their hus- 
bands to — for these reasons:

2. For cash reserve...........:00 32 
3. Safety and good interest

For women, saving for educa- 
tion was a big motive. This was 
especially true, of course, of 
younger married women. Older 
women were apt to think about 
saving for a rainy day. 

One argument against bond buy- 
ing is that the dollar is shrinking 
and that bonds are paid in dollars.

O YOU need a silo to store 
immature corn? Or to save 
roughage feed for livestock? If 
there’s not time to build a per- 
manent silo, you can make either 
of two types of temporary silos— 
the trench, or the round, upright 
variety. 

Trench silos are the most popu- 
lar of the temporary kind. They 
can be built wherever there is a 
fairly open soil and good drainage. 
Hills and knolls are favorable 
spots. 

With a tractor scoop, a good- 
sized trench silo can be made in 
a few days’ time. If you can hire 
heavy dirt-moving machinery— 
like that used on the roads, a silo 
can be dug in a few hours’ time. 


The trench silo doesn’t nec- 
essarily have to be deep. You 
can build up the sides with 
loose dirt taken from the hole. 
Then the silage can be piled 
high. 

_A trench silo eight feet wide at 
the bottom, 12 feet wide at the 
top, and with the silage packed an 
average of eight feet deep, will 
hold about one and three-fourths 
tons of silage for each foot in 
length. A 60-foot silo would hold 
about 108 tons. 

On level land, where trench 
silos will fill with water, the up- 
right temporary silo can be built. 
Sandy where trench walls 
won't stand up, also call for silos 
above the ground. Some prefer 
them, anyway. 

The usual method is to set up 
rings of heavy wire netting or 
snow fencing. Then the inside is 
lined with heavy kraft paper or 
light roll roofing. 

The site for the upright silo 
should be leveled as carefully as 
if you were putting up a perma-

should be evenly tied together at 
the ends. Sides of the silo should 
be smooth and straight up-and. 
down. 

The rings of wire netting or 
snow fence on upright temporary 
silos should he telescoped inside of 
the ring below as the walls go up. 
That leaves the inside of the walls 
with no projections to catch the 
silage as it settles. 

Lining paper should be carefully 
applied and lapped at the joints. 
Two thicknesses are better than 
one, altho one has given satisfac- 
tion. 

Upright silos of the temporary 
type should not be higher than 
they are wide. Tall ones may tip 
over. 

' A four-ring silo, 16 or 17 feet 
in diameter, will hold about 50 
tons of silage. A five-ring silo, 20 
feet in diameter, will hold about 
90 tons. 


With all silos, temporary or 
otherwise, the main thing is 
to keep the air away from the 
silage. Keep that point in mind 
when selecting the type of silo 
to build. 


In the trench silo, the exposure 
to air comes over the top. Spoilage 
there can be reduced by a cover. 
Some throw three or four inches 
of dirt over the top. Others cover 


with chopped straw or ground 
corn cobs. 
Air exposure from the top 5 


less in an upright silo than it is 
in a trench silo. But breaks 
the walls are a special problem. 


That’s why level ground and 
straight side walls are emph* 
sized. 


Even filling and good packing 
are always important in keeping 
air out of silage. They are esp 
cially important in temporary 
silos.

Here is a true story of an 
event that took place during 
canning time in an Iowa farm 
kitchen, as told in the words 
of N. J. Wardle, Iowa State 
College safety specialist. 





‘T OW is the canning coming?” 
Ed asked his wife Mabel as 
he rose from the breakfast table. 

“The beans are coming fine. We 
canned 15 pints yesterday. We’ll 
can that many more this morning. 
It is surely fast doing them in the 
oven with that thermometer to 
register the temperature.” 

“Isn’t it dangerous to do can- 
ning in the oven? Seems I read 
something about that the other 
day. Some woman had an explo- 
sion.” Ed had stopped at the door 
just as he was ready to leave. 

“It’s all right if you’re careful. 
I watch the temperature closely. 
Don’t worry.” 

“O. K., but be careful,” Ed cau- 
tioned as he left the house. 

“Get the dishes gathered up, 
Susie,” said Mabel. “I’ll get these 
beans in the oven,” The next 
minutes were busy, as morning 
minutes are on a farm during the 
harvest and canning season. 

Mabel soon had the beans in the 
oven, and she turned on the heat. 
She was proud of her new gas 
range. Now she checked the ris- 
ing temperature on the oven ther- 
mometer very often. 

“It is just about right. Now, if 
I can hold that temperature.” 
Mabel was standing in front of the 
stove adjusting it, when—— 


A loud explosion. The stove 
seeme@ to just come apart. 
Mabel screamed as hot water 
and steam from the exploding 
jars struck her. 

Mabel lived. None of the steam 
or hot water hit her face directly, 
but her chest, arms and hands 
vere scalded severely. Susie was 
far enough away that she was 
only scared. 

Canning can be dangerous. 

Never do oven canning, under 
any circumstances. You can’t be 
careful enough. Use pressure can- 
ners whose gauges have been 
tested. 

Use jar lifter in open-kettle can- 
hing. 

In open-kettle canning, do not 
place lid on tightly. 

Do not pack jars tightly. 

Examine jars and jar caps for 


defects. 
Follow the manufacturer’s direc- 
tie with equipment, jars and 


Never use peanut butter, may- 
naise and similar jars for pres- 
e canning.

Older Weed-Killers 
Still Useful 


In recent years, you have 
heard a lot about 2,4-D and 
T,4,5-T. But don’t forget the 
older weed-killers, which still 
have a place in weed control, 
says E. P. Sylwester, Iowa 
State College weed specialist. 


For instance, sodium chlorate 
and atlacide can often be used to 
good advantage to kill such deep- 
rooted perennial weeds as Canada 
thistle. These chemicals’ kill all 
vegetation. Another chemical that 
reacts in about the same way is 
ammate. Ammate is safer to use 
around farm buildings. 

Borax compounds are still being 
used to control weeds around rail- 
roads, bridges, lumber yards, etc. 
And another chemical, TCA, has 
worked well on quack grass. It 
works best applied to grass stub- 
ble or to the soil after the weed 
patch has been plowed. 





Songbirds, Hawks 
Help Farmers 


Wildlife is worth more than 
$100 a year on a 160-acre farm, 
says Robert Moorman of Iowa 
State College. 


The birds and animals are worth 
that as pest controllers and as 
sources of meat-and fur. The valu- 
ation, says Moorman, doesn’t take 
into account the sport and recrea- 
tion they bring to farm living or 
the pleasure in seeing and hear- 
ing wildlife. 

Top 10 songbirds specializing in 
pest control are the song sparrow, 
house wren, downy woodpecker, 
hairy woodpecker, nuthatch, blue- 
bird, brown thrasher, catbird, ori- 
ole and flicker. 

These birds eat insects that 
work on farm crops. The smaller 
birds even eat the scale insects 
that destroy leaves and stems of 
plants. They won’t prevent grass- 
hopper and chinch bug plggues in 


bad years. But they do keep bug 
population down in other years. 

Hawks and owls work on pests 
like fiéld mice, gophers, ground 
squirrels and rats. All - excent 
three varieties’ of hawks are pro- 
tected by the-state because. they 
are beneficial birds. The smaller 
owls ‘native to Iowa are also pro- 
tected. 

To encourage small birds and 
animals on the farm, Moorman 
suggests leaving a few places for 
shelter along fence rows. Shrubs 
with small root systems, such as 
honeysuckle, plum thickets, etc., 
support beneficial wildlife. 





Does It Pay To Grind 
Corn Or Hay? 


It depends on several differ- 
ent things, says C. C. Culbert- 
son, livestock specialist at 
Iowa State College. If you're 
feeding corn to hogs, grinding 
seldom pays unless you are 
feeding it as part of a mixed 
ration. 


Corn should be ground before 
it’s fed to baby pigs. Medium fine 
to coarse is best. Grain fed to fat- 
tening cattle should be coarsely 
ground unless you have hogs fol- 
lowing the cattle. Sheep and young 
dairy calves can handle whole 
grain all right. But for milk cows 
and older calves, grind the grain 

Chopping hay usually doesn’t 
pay. It adds no nutritional value 
to the hay. It only forces cattle 
te eat the fibrous, non-digestible 
material in the stems. If youl 
bunks or racks aren’t suited for 
feeding long hay, there may be 
less waste in feeding chopped hay.

Cholera Virus 


New:-V accines Won't Start Disease, But 
Will Immunize A Herd Against Cholera 


OU’VE probably been protect- 

ing your hogs against cholera 
by the usual double-treatment— 
virus and serum. That treatment, 
discovered in Iowa in 1903, has 
saved farmers hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

But the double treatment has its 
weaknesses. It means handling 
“hot” virus. That virus can start 
the disease where you don’t 
want it. 

As a result, vaccines have come 
into use. “Crystal Violet” and 
“BTV” use single treatments, don’t 
use live virus. 


Just lately, a different kind 
of vaccine has been developed. 
In an address before the 
American Veterinary Medical 
Association at Milwaukee last 
weck, Dr. James A. Baker of 
Cornell University outlined 
the progress that has been 
been made, 


“Present methods of hog chol- 
era vaccination have been unsat- 
isfactory for various reasons,” said 
Doctor Baker. “The most serious 
objections have been to the use of 
virulent virus in the simultaneous 
treatment, which can cause an 
outbreak of hog cholera in animals 
exposed to one that has recently 
been vaccinated. 

“A vaccine in which live virus 
is used causes permanent immu- 
nity to hog cholera, but the prob- 
lem has been to find a method of 
attenuating the virus to a point 
where it can immunize the animal 
injected and yet does not produce 
clinical disease or create a new 
center of infection.” 

What has been done is to weak- 
en the virus by growing it in 
rabbits. The resulting vaccine 
immunizes against hog cholera but 
does not spread the disease. 

Three companies have now an- 
nounced vaccines of this type. 
Doctor Baker listed Allied Labora- 
tories, Fort Dodge Serum and 
Lederle Laboratories. 

Allied Laboratories reports field 
tests covering 21,000 head of hogs. 
Distribution of the new product, 
“Swivax,” will be made soon to 
all veterinarians. 

This is described as a new form 
of hog cholera virus, fully active, 
but safe to handle and capable of 


immunizing the pig against hog 


cholera. 

According to Doctor Baker, 
“Swivax” does not stir up other 
infections in the hog and there- 
fore isn’t likely to cause setbacks 
after vaccination. It apparently 
protects against freak kinds of 
cholera like those causing trouble 
in the last two years. 

One injection does the work. No 
shot of serum necessary, Vaccinate 
two weeks after weaning. Immu- 
nity lasts for six months, perhaps 
longer. 

Fort Dodge Serum Company is 
making “M.L.V.” This is another 
“tame” virus, but is to be used 
along with a shot of serum. The 
vaccine does not spread the dis- 
ease, but does confer immunity 
when used with serum. Vaccinate 
two weeks after weaning. Revac- 
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cinate hogs held beyond normal 
market period. 

Lederle Laboratories makes “Ro. 
vac.” A single injection of this 
vaccine (no serum is used) lasts 
for at least six months, with some 
prospect for longer immunity. 
Part of a herd may be vaccinated 
without endangering the rest. 


Doctor Baker added: “This 
is a safe and efficient method 
of immunizing swine against 
hog cholera. Its proper use 
eliminates many of the haz- 
ards and dangers inherent in 
earlier methods of protecting 
swine against hog cholera.” 


These new vaccines will he 
ready for use on farm herds soon. 
Doctor Baker recommends that 
veterinarians check up on the 
hogs, administer the vaccines. 

In the meantime, farmers are 
asked to remember that the old 
double treatment will still protect 
against hog cholera. It has been 
doing the job since 1903. 





Phenothiazine For 
Calf Hookworms 


A new method of using the 
drug, phenothiazine, shows a 
lot of promise in helping rid 
calves of nodular worms and 
hookworms and ridding horses 
of strongyles. The new method 
is to give small amounts of 
the drug every day for an ex- 
tended period. 

This was reported by the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion’s committee on parasitology. 
The committee also reported that 
high pressure power spraying was 
a good method of ridding sheep 
of ticks. 

Exposing sheep to an insecti- 
cidal fog was effective in control- 
ling lice, ticks and some other 
external parasites found on newly 
shorn sheep. 

One parasite, the lancet fluke, 
which had previously been found 
only in cattle and some wild ani- 
mals, has been found in sheep in 
New York. In Nebraska, more 
than 2,200 lambs out of a flock of 
17,000 were victims of a parasitic 
gastroenteritis outbreak. 





Flu Germs Attack 
Humans, Hogs 


The same type of flu virus- 
es which attack human beings 
work on hogs, too. There is 
evidence that some of the seri- 
ous outbreaks of swine influ- 
enza have been caused by 
viruses similar to those caus- 
ing human flu. 

This was reported by two Uni- 
versity of Minnesota workers, Dr. 
George A. Young, Jr., and Norman 
R. Underdahl. These men tested 
more than 1,000 hogs from 10 
widely scattered areas in Iowa and 
Minnesota. 

All breeds, including crossbred 
hogs, were tested. All had about 
the same susceptibility to virus 
infection.

300 Pounds Of Beef 
Per Acre 


Rotation grazed ladino clo- 
ver and brome grass produced 
300 pounds of beef per acre by 
July 24 this year at the mid- 
west claypan soil conservation 
experimental farm near Mc- 
Credie, Mo. 


Steérs began grazing on April 
30. So the 300-pound gain was 
made ip less than 90 days of pas- 
turing, according to D. My Whitt, 
soil conservationist. 

Orchard grass with ladino had 
produced 224 pounds of beef by 
July 24. Brome grass fertilized 
with nitrogen both spring and _fall 
made 213 pounds of beef by the 
same date. 





Use Radio Waves To 
Dry Grain, Hay 


Radio waves have been used 
to dry grain, rice and hay, re- 
ported USDA engineer Finis 
T. Wratten at a meeting of 
the American Society of Agri- 
cultural Engineers. 


Dielectric or radio frequency 
heating may eventually be used 
in drying farm produce, Wratten 
believes. Big advantage is that 
heating is uniform thruout each 
grain or kernel rather than just 
on the surface. 

The heating results when radio 
frequency energy is chahged to 
heat energy in each grain. AS 
radio waves oscillate in the grain 
being dried, they create friction 
in the molecules of the grain, 
which results in heating. 





Compare Crossbred, 
Purebred Cattle 
An eight-year project com- 
paring purebred beef cattle 
with crossbreds has been com- 
pleted at the Ohio experiment 


station. Results show some 
advantages, some disadvan- 
tages, 


The test was made with two 
herds. Half of each herd was 
purebred Angus cows. Half was 
purebred Hereford cows. Each 
year, one herd was bred to an 
Angus bull, the other herd to a 
Hereford bull. The next year, the 
bulls were switched. The test cov- 
ered four two-year periods. 

Advantages of crossing an Angus 
bull on Hereford cows included 
shorter gestation period, lighter 
weight calves at birth, heavier 
weaning weights, more rapid daily 
gain in the feedlot, and higher 
dressing percentage and propor- 
tion of choice carcasses from the 
steers. Disadvantages of this 
cross were less efficient gains in 
the feedlot and fewer choice Ccar- 
casses in the crossbred heifers 
than in the purebred Hereford 
heifers. 

Advantages of crossing Hereford 
bulls on Angus cows included 
heavier weaning weights, greater 
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daily gains on pasture and in the 
feedlot, and greater daily gain 
from birth to weaning for the 
crossbred heifers over the Angus 
heifers, and more efficient use of 
feed in the feedlot, increased 
dressing percentage, and increased 
proportion of choice carcasses. 
Disadvantages of this cross’ were 
lopger gestation period, heavier 
calves at birth, and lighter weight 
crossbred steers than Angus steers. 





Low Volatility 
Weed-Killers 


One of the hazards in using 
2,4-D and similar weed-killing 
chemicals has been the dan- 
ger of fumes drifting to sensi- 
tive desirable plants and kill- 
ing or injuring them. 


Now one manufacturer, Califor- 
nia Spray-Chemical, has brought 
out a low volatility 2,4-D and 
2,4,5-T mixture as well as a 
straight 2,4,5-T. The company re- 
ports that their mixtures have 
such low volatility that they have 
been used adjacent to sensitive 
plants with no vapor damage re- 
sulting. 





Lighten Concrete With 
Air, Corn Cobs 


No lightweight concrete can 
be recommended yet for farm 
use. But- USDA engineers are 
testing two materials which 
lighten weight and improve 
the insulating qualities of con- 
crete. 


One is corn cob pellets about 
three-eighths inch in diameter, 
used as the coarse aggregate of 
concrete. One wall and a floor 
slab of this mixture have been ex- 
posed to weathering for 15 months 
with no apparent bad effect. The 
amount of cob pellets can’t be 
more than three times the amount 
of cement, from the safety stand- 
point. The cobs have to be soaked 
in water for five or six hours be- 
fore using. 

Air-gravel concrete with air sub- 
stituting for sand in the concrete 
has proved strong enough for 
floors and lightly-loaded walls. 
Problem is to develop a way to 
control the air content in the mix- 
ture that is simple enough to use 
in ordinary construction. 





Breed Resistance To 
Coccidiosis 


Poultry specialists at the 
University of Wisconsin have 
been able to develop by selec- 
tive breeding lines and fami- 
lies resistant to cecal coccidi- 
osis, ; 

However, the scientists point 
out, their investigations are not 
complete. In the meantime, there 
is no substitute for sanitation, 
clean dry litter, clean rarige, dis- 
infecting, and removing infected 
birds from the flock.

Register A.I. 


Calves 


Farmers, especially dairy- 
men, are adding a new word 
to their vocabulary. It is the 
trademark “Popa.” Popa is a 
registry for calves from grade 
cows sired by artificial insemi- 


nation, 
With more than 15 per cent 
of our dairy cows bred artificially 


to the top 10 per cent of the bulls, 
the quality of dairy animals is in- 
creasing. A grade cow bred to an 
outstanding bull usually produces 
a calf superior to the dam. 

If this calf is a heifer and is 
bred to another outstanding bull, 
the offspring will be a top-quality 
calf. But she would still be only 
a grade -and not» eligible to. be 
registered in a purebred associa- 
tion. 

So the question arose: How can 

these top-quality animals be iden- 
tified so.buyers can be sure about 
the superior breeding on the sire’s 
side? 
r There is a need for identifica- 
tion. Calves bought in Wisconsin 
have been bringing from $10 to 
$30 more per head if they were 
sired artificially. 

L. W. Blair, an artificial insemi- 
nator in Pocahontas county, Iowa, 
saw the need of permanently 
identifying these cows and heifers 
so that parentage on at least one 
side could be known. So he has 
created the trademark, Popa, 
which stands for “Proof of Par- 
entage Association.” 

Popa is copyrighted with the 
U. S. patent office. Headquarters 
is at Pocahontas, lowa.- It works 
like other breed registries. Arti- 

















ficial inseminators. are the only 
people entitled to register ani- 
mals. Registration fee is $2. 

It works like this: Calves from 
cows serviced artificially will all 
be tattooed in the left ear with 
“PA” to show they have been reg- 
istered with Popa. A certificate | 
is issued for each animal, showing 
how many generations of artificial 
breeding it has. The technician is 
the witness to the registry. 

Popa is protection to the man 
selling or buying heifers that are 
a product of artificial insemina- 
tion. There have been reports of 
buyers who paid premiums for 
what they thought were heifers 
sired by artificial insemination, 
but actually were not so sired.

SAUSAGE-STUFFED CABBAGE 


6 cups bread cubes 

1 pound (2 cups) sausage 

2 eggs, beaten 

1 large head cabbage 

Salt 

Pepper 

Parsley 

% cup buttered dry bread 
crumbs 

1 can condensed mushroom 
soup 


Arrange bread cubes on a bak- 
ing sheet. Place in a 325-degree 
oven and toast, turning occasion- 
ally, until bread cubes are golden 
brown on all sides. Remove from 
oven and set aside. 

Brown the sausage thoroly in a 
frying pan. Remove pan from 
heat. Drain fat from pan. Cool 
and stir in toasted bread cubes 
and beaten eggs. 

Slice the top off the head of cab- 
bage. Scoop out center, leaving a 
firm shell. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Stuff sausage mixture into 
cabbage. Replace cabbage top and 
secure with toothpicks. Tie cab- 
bage in a cheesecloth. 

Cover bottom of a large kettle 
about one and one-half inches 
deep with water and bring to a 
boil. Place cabbage on a rack in 
boiler, cover kettle and let steam 
until cabbage is tender, about 40 
to 60 minutes, depending on size 
of cabbage. 

Remove cabbage and take off 
cheesecloth. Remove toothpicks 
and garnish cabbage with parsley 
and a sprinkling of buttered bread 
crumbs. 

To serve, cut into wedges and 
spoon mushroom sauce over each 
wedge. To make sauce, use con- 
densed mushroom soup thinned 
with milk, seasoned to taste, and 
heated thoroly.

Is Different 


There Are Regional Differences In Food As Well 
As Speech And Landscape As You Go South 


HIS is just a-country meal,” 

said Fannie Delaney, as she 
put the fried chicken on the table. 
{t was a delicious meal, but differ- 
ent from what I generally serve 
my family and what you probably 
serve yours. 

Mrs. Delaney lives in southeast- 
ern Missouri, and the “country 
meal” that she served was more 
than just a country meal as we 
know it. It was real southern 
cooking. It proved that southern 
cooking isn’t just a legend. 


Iowans don’t have to go too 
far away from home to get 
southern cooking. In fact, an 
easy day’s drive can bring 
you right smack into southern 
atmosphere—if, of course, you 
go in the right direction. 


Southeastern Missouri has cot- 
ton fields and darkies hoeing’ the 
cotton, and the people speak with 
that soft drawl that is so easy on 
the ears. 

The chicken, as Mrs, Delaney 
prepared it, was dipped first in 
good thick cream, rolled in sea- 
soned flour and fried in deep fat. 
I pan-fry my broilers—how do 
you fix yours? 

Perhaps I should admit that I 
fried the chicken—or at least I 
turned over the pieces as they 
browned in the deep iron kettle 
that belonged to Fannie’s grand- 
mother. And, not being accus- 
tomed to frying chicken in deep 
fat, I didn’t get the big pieces 
thoroly done—the only blot on the 
meal. 

Among other things that went 
into Mrs. Delaney’s country meal 
was a potato salad that was put 
together much as we like ours, but 
it had more seasoning and green 
things in it—more green onions, 
parsley and perhaps water-cress. 
Retter than mine, I’m sure. 

Mrs. Delaney’s corn bread is 
something I want to tell you about. 
The batter seemed thinner than 
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what I make. She poured it into 
an iron skillet well greased with 
bacon fat. She heated it on top of 
the stove until the batter began 
to bubble before she slipped it 
into the oven. 

The result was a corn bread 
that was crusty on both top and 
bottom and light and flaky in the 
middle. 

I was interested, too, in the way 
Mrs. Delaney made milk gravy. 
She said her father had told her 
that good milk gravy should have 
some free fat floating in it. 

Mrs. Delaney made the milk 
gravy that day in the same kettle 
where the chicken had been fried. 
She used more fat than I would 
have used, and not all of it was 
taken up in the thickening proc- 
ess. The gravy was simply deli- 
cious! 

The dessert was a thin pecan 
cake with a cherry sauce poured 
over it. 

She said that when their bridge 
club met, the men liked substan- 
tial refreshments. She was going 
to make “Hush Puppies” the next 
time, because all the men were 
fond of them. I don’t have her 
recipe, but here is one that sounds 
much as she described it to me: 


“HUSH PUPPIES” 


Beat together 3 cups corn- 
meal, 2 teaspoons baking pow- 
der, 1% teaspoons salt, 1% 
cups milk, % cup water. 

Blend in one egg and one 
green onion, finely chopped. 

Mold mixture with hands in- 
to little cakes, a tablespoonful 
to the cake. Fry in deep fat till 
well browned on each side. 
Drain on paper. Serve very 
hot. Makes 24 “puppies.” 


Mrs. Delaney explained to me 
that she likes to fry her “Hush 
Puppies” in fat in which fish has 
previously been cooked. This adds 
a delicate fish flavor to the final 
product.—Z, R. M.

Don’t Hold Back 
Your Pullets 


It?s Just As Bad As Forcing; Best Plan 
Is To Leave Laying Time To Bird Herself 


ON’T let your pullets lay too 

early” is advice often given 
flock owners. Especially if pro- 
lapsis, better known as “pickout,” 
is showing up in the flock. 

Others, with equal insistence, 
say: “Let ’em lay if you want ’em 
to pay.” But notice that the word 
is “let,” not “make.” 

That pullets of four to five 
months of age should not be 
forced or made to lay is reason- 
able. But that mean they 
should not lay at all? No. 

If pullets are to pay better than 
yearling hens, they must lay a 
considerable number of eggs be- 
fore they are physically mature at 
10 months of age. And there is 
plenty of evidence to show that a 
flock of well-selected pullets can 
safely begin to lay at about 4% 
months and increase production 
about 20 per cent per month until 
they average 75 to 80 per cent. 


does 


The difference is between 
letting the birds lay and fore- 
ing them to lay. Also between 
letting them lay and keeping 
them from laying. 


“Letting” simply means leaving 
the time laying starts up to the 
pullet herself. Buta pullet’s age at 
maturity is determined by her 
breeding. If birds are not supposed 
to lay at four to five months, why 
dco most breeders continue produc- 
ing that kind of stock? It’s because 
they have found that good layers 
are always early maturing and 
early laying birds. 

Besides, how can you get high 
annual production without early 
fall eggs? It’s true, of course, that 
a production rate which is too 
high for the physical stamina of 
the bird may cause her to break 
down, with prolapsis the result. 
But that happens only when a 
pullet is forced instead of allowed 
to lay at her proper rate. 

How does one force a pullet to 
lay too heavily? Formerly it was 
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thought that overfeeding on high- 
protein feeds was responsible for 
the difficulty. That might do it, 
all right, but it would be an ex- 
pensive method of feeding and is 
not done by most producers. 

It has long been known that 
pullets are extremely sensitive to 
light, and that during short win- 
er days egg production could be 
increased by using electric lights 
to lengthen the day. Dr. George 
Ghostley of Minnesota, a success- 
ful breeder of Leghorns, is report- 
ed as believing lights are respon- 
sible for blowouts and that pullets 
should not be given more than a 
12-hour day. This is in contrast 
with former recommendations by 
most experiment stations that 13 
to 14 hours of light be allowed. 

In Iowa, college recommenda- 
tions now suggest .no artificial 
light until egg production has defi- 
nitely subsided in late fall—on the 
grounds that light is a stimulant 
to be used only as necessary. 


Blowouts, of course, are one 
sign of overstimulation. Under 
the new recommendations on 
use of lights, blowouts have 
greatly decreased in lowa 
demonstration flocks. 


Flock owners probably would be 
wise to use the same kind of birds 
long enough to learn how to han- 
dle this phase of the production 
problem, since different stock is 
known to vary widely as to need 
of artificial stimulation. 

But remember that it’s probably 
just as unwise to hold birds back 
as to force too high a level of pro- 
duction. To hold back birds bred 
to mature and lay early requires 
that they be deprived of the neces- 
sary feed or water for normal 
fleshing and feathering. This will 
underrhine the health of the bird 
and make her more susceptible to 
disease. The result could easily be 
more disastrous than the chance 
of blowouts.—W. R. Whitfield.

Make Driveways Safe 


If there are no trees and shrubs 
blocking your view of the road from 


your driveway entrance, then you're 
likély to rate an “excellent” from 
both landscape architects and safety 


specialists. 

Why? Because you're playing safe 
if you have a clear view of other driv- 
ers when you're either entering or 
leaving your driveway. And you're 
being artistic when you allow a clean, 


sweeping view of your house to the 
passers-by. 
Norval Wardle, safety specialist at 


Iowa State College, suggests that you 
check your driveway and the height 
of any shrubbery there. Can you see 
both sides of the road from your drive- 
way for a good distance to the right 
and left. When you approach your 
house from either direction, could you 
easily spot a car coming out of your 
drive? 

If your ground can’t pass these safe- 
ty tests, do yourself and others a favor 
by removing the offending plants, says 
Wardle Remember, too, that Iowa 
law says you must come to a dead stop 
before entering a public thoroughfare. 
Otherwise, you are liable for any acci- 
dent that might occur as you pull out 
onto the road. Wardle says you owe 
it to yourself, your family and friends 
to put a stop sign at the exit of your 
drive as a reminder and safety precau- 
tion. 

From the beauty angle, Margherita 
Tarr, extension landscape architect at 
Iowa State College, says that a heavily 
landscaped driveway or front lawn 
actually detracts from a clear-cut view 
of your house. High shrubs belong in 


the background, not foreground, she 
says Carefully selected plantings 
close to the house can improve the 
appearance of your home. 

If you have privacy in mind, save it 
for your back yard, says Miss Tarr. 
There high shrubbery is attractive and 
serves a purpose. If you feel you must 
have some plantings other than grass 
and shade trees near the road, then 
a low hedge, either clipped or un- 
clipped, and not more than three feet 
high, would be the right choice But, 
if vou live in town, a hedge at the 
front or side of your lawn will break 
the clean flow of lawns up and down 
the street. Such hedges often make 
town properties look small and 
squeezed in, too, says Miss Tarr. 





New Electric Tape 


If electrical tape now 
to the general public 
measures up to

Watch Feeder Shipments 


Getting a good buy on feeder cattle 
always has been important. But it 
may play even a bigger role this year. 

There have been some years when a 
farmer has made the price of a new 
corn picker by going to the public 
market to buy feeder cattle while his 
neighbors stayed home to pick corn, 
This might be one of those years, 
Francis Kutish, economist at Iowa 
State College, points out. 

Feeder cattle supplies in 
area are up from last year. There are 
eight per cent more cows this year, 
which will be reflected in a larger calf 
crop. But the number of yearling and 
older steers is down two per cent. 
Grass is good this year in most of the 
range country with the exception of 
southwestern areas and spots in north- 


the range 


ern North Dakota and Montana. Ranch- 
ers will hold their cattle longer this 
year, so they can make use of the 
grass. 


Kutish said contracting this year has 
been slow, with parties having a diffi- 
cult time in getting together on prices. 
The way it looks at present, there will 
be more cattle going to market thru 
the public markets than a year ago. 
The combination of these factors 
makes it difficult to predict a best 
time for buying feeder cattle this year. 
Therefore, the farmer who keeps a 
close watch on daily cattle feeder fig- 
ures at the public markets will be able 
to buy‘at a premium.

Slow to develop, it 
is very hard to detect in its early 
stages. “The disease is caused by a 
tiny germ which attacks the intestinal 
tract. Affected animals develop scours 
and gradually lose weight for several

months. The coat may become 
Milk production slows up and 
ally may stop. The infected animal 
may continue to lose weight until it 
becomes so thin and weak it dies.” 

Symptoms are most likely to show 
up in anjmals from two to six years 
old. Such animals may have harbored 
the germ since calfhood, and this long 
incubation period makes the disease 
difficult to stamp out once it shows up 
in a herd. 

“Control depends on an accurate di- 
agnosis, as there is danger of confus- 


ing the disease with tuberculosis,” say 
foundation authorities. “Clinical tests

AND IN THE 





\ ITH THE CORN SUPPLY ques- 
tion still far from settled, and 
still a long way from encouraging, it’s 
gratifying to learn from the American 
Feed Manufacturers Association that a 
record amount of manufactured feeds 
has been made so far this year. Before 
World War II, output of commercial 
feeds totaled about 20,000,000 tons an- 
nually. War demands pushed it up to 
30,000,000 tons.
